Brussels, Belgium, Nov. 10. (By 
Mail.)—In virtue of number of de­ 
crees isssued 
since the armistiee, 
the Belgian Government has stead­ 
ily continued 
the 
undertaking 
it 
gave a month prior to the armistice 
to make good war damage suffered 
by its people. One of the most in­ 
teresting categories in this connec­ 
tion are the 
“ little men,” 
those 
whose loss is covered by a payment 
of some ten thousand francs 
(at 
part $2,000). Ten thousand 'of these 
have 
received sums 
totalling 
36 
million francs. 
The compensation is 
mainly used for repairs to houses 
and contents. 
Throughout the country there are 
societies of war claimants for com­ 
pensation and these, operating 
in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
government 
delegates, carry out the formalities 
of filing 
claims. 
On 
satisfactory 
evidence, 
the government makes an 
advance of seventy percent of the 
1914 value of the 
destroyed 
pro­ 
perty, plus a sum for re-investment 
which 
is calculated 
on a basis of 
in the whole of the country ex­ 
cept West Flanders (the most dev­ 
astated province) 
where 
the 
ad­ 
vance is 3%. Advances under these 
heads total 
81 million francs and 
3,300 houses are thus being either 
rebuilt 
or repaired. 
Claims under 
15,000 are settled 
by money pay­ 
ment; over that sum the government 
.places in the hands 
of the above 
mentioned society or federation sec­ 
urities on which the society or fed­ 
eration makes 
advances to the in­ 
terested parties. 
All of these operations refer to 
private property. 
With regard 
to 
claims made by manufacturers hold­ 
ing 
war 
vouchers 
for property 
seized by the Germans during 
the 
occupation, 
over two 
thousand 
claims have been filed and in satis­ 
faction of these the government has 
advanced on the security of the war 
vouchers over 256 million francs. 


Big concerns of recognized public 
utility, sudli as, for example, 
the 
National Roa>d Car Company, 
the 
water and dock companies, etc. have 
received advances of some 250 mil­ 
lion francs. 
Under all heads of war damage 
to persons and property, the total of 
claims lodged is well over 1,250,000. 
The largest number come from 
the 
Courtrai (centre of fighting region) 
where nearly a quarter of a million 
claims 
were 
filed 
To August 31, 
1920, the total 
number 
of claims 
settled by all authorities and for all 
purposes was 74,714, representing a 
total 
amount 
of 
1,893 
million 
francs. 
In West Flanders alone, 
38,700 
houses were 
destroyed 
and 
8,000 
damaged so as to be uninhabitable. 
In the rest of the country the 
re­ 
spective figures were 25,000 and 3,- 
500. Some 38,000 acres of land had 
also 
been 
rendered 
unworkable. 
Churches, town halls, sdhools, pub­ 
lic 
offices, 
and 
other 
national 
buildings were down or damaged all 


over thP country. 
The government 
plan in the restoration has been to 
help those that help themselves, by 
granting special financial help, 
and 
making good any local deficit» 
Before a single brick 
could 
be 
laid, much preliminary work had to 
l>e done, 
this including restoration 
of communications, 
restarting 
of 
the water service, supply of tempor­ 
ary housing accommodation, clear­ 
ing away of ruins, and preparing of 
ruined land for agriculture. To date 
two thirds of the agricultural lands 
destroyed 'have been restored. Con­ 
currently with the execution of the 
preliminary 
works, 
thousands 
of 
houses and huts are being built, or 
have already been built. 
The Minister of

Germany is 
ruined forev er. The entente can step 
in and take what it wants. And, so- 
ciailzation of the mines will not alt­ 
er the general financial 
situation— 
excep t p erhap s to make it worse. 
He contends, 
further, that 
the 
two schemes 
p rop osed—total 
so­ 
cialization or p artial 
socialization 
with both cap ital and labor rep re­ 
sented— will make for higher exp en­ 
ses and olwer p roduction. 
Singling out the coal 
mines 
for 
socialization is according 
to 
the 
mining king, an imp ossible p rop osi­ 
tion. The whole national 
economy 
must he cleaned up and imp rov ed, 
and this singling out p rocess would 
only mean a further wrench of the 
entire structure, he contends. 
“The p resent national 
inv estiga­ 
tion into means of soc-ialzation of 
the mines,” Stinnes told a group of

“The United States, is, and
